certain classes of shop craft work- 
ers while a labor member dissenting 
declared the majority opinion “does 
not appear either just or YTeason- 
able.” | 

The dissenting opinion was by A. 
O. Wharton, former president of 
the railway employees’ department, 
American Federation, of Labor, 
which with the six federated shop 
crafts was involved in the dispute,

The roads appealed 
for modification of the national 
agreement rules, entered into dur- 
ing war time railroad administra- 
tion and the majority modified cer- 
tain ones.

Changes Made. 

Employees reguiarly called for 
Sunday and holiday work and per- 
forming tasks absolutely necessary 
for continuous operation of the 
roads shall not receive time and a 
half, but only pay on the same basis 
as for week days. No work not 
absolutely necessary is to be per- 
formed on Sundays. 

Employees at the -completion of 
eight hours work may be required 
to work two hours overtime before 
being released for meals, instead of 
one hour, as now provided. 

Employees cajled for work and 
not working,, or called for work 
and working two hours and forty 
minutes or less. will be paid for 
four hours overtime instead of five 
hours under existing rules. 

Employees called one hour 
before their regular time will be 
paid time and one-half for the 
overtime instead of the present five 
hours allowance. . 

No Pay For Sleeping. 

Men called away from home will 
not be allowed overtime for hours 
spent sleeping, provided they re- 
ceive at least five hours relief out 
of every twenty-four.

Washington, August 19.—Discuss- 
ing the deficiency bill, carrying 
$48,500,000 for the shipping - board, 
Senator Harrison, democrat. Missis- 
sippi, declared in the senate ‘today 
that congress had shown itself 
more. economical that Director 
Dawes, of the budget bureau, who 
had been designated by the presi- 
dent “to cut expenditures to the 
bone.” 

“We have here,” he said, “the 
spectacle of the great money saver 
from. Cha 
man Lasker for $125,000,000, but 
‘when the house got through With it 
the amount had been materially re- 
duced. If the director proceeds on 
that policy in the future I cannot 
believe there will be any saving 
through the budget system.” 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
declared, that the $48,500,000 “was 
nothing at all, only a temporary 
expediency,” while Senator Glass, 
democrat, Virginia, said Chairman 
Lasker had stated that he would 
be coming back for more. 

“Miserable Mess.’ 

“The sooner the government gets 
rid of its ships the better it will 
be for the government,” said Sena- 
tor New, “but we just cannot step 
aside and wash our hands of the 
miserable mess.” 

Senator Williams, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, declared the last adminis- 
tration might as well be left out 
in trying to solve the shipping 
problem. 

“You’ve crucified the last admin- 
istration, you have killed it and 
politically it is dead,”’ Senator Wil- 
liams said. “But if I was directing 
this undertaking I’d discharge the 
chairman who had been on the job 
two months and couldn’t say what 
it Was costing. If I had to deal 
with a man in a task like that I’d 
tell him he was so incompetent that 
if he didn’t get out of the front 
door quickly ['d have the porter 
throw him out of the window.”

London, August 19.—Great Britain 
and Ireland, each within the last 
forty-eight hours, have _ reiterated 
their determination to stand on their 
maximum peace demands, 

On Thursday Eamonn de Valera 
declared for “complete independence 
of Ireland, and complete Irish unity, 
including control of Ulster.’ 

On Friday, Lloyd-George, deliver- 
in his speech to the house of com- 
mons before adjournment, declared 
that the government has said “all 
it has to say in its letters to De 
Valera.” 

The Irisn crisis therefore resolves 
itself into a question of which ele- 
ment will indicate the first willing- 
nc.s to recede from this uncompro- 
mising position and accept something 
less than its original propdsals, and 
i€ neither side will recede, Ireland 
will suffer a reversion to armed 
warfare which, the British premier 
declared, “will bring about a graver

Doabie Charge. 

The government fired a double- 
barrelled charge at those who have 
believed that its first proposals to 
the Irish leader were subjext to 
radical modification, when he told 
the house of commons that he had 
not heard any suggestion “from any 
part of the world except Ireland that 
the government had not gone the 
farthest possible limits of conces- 
sion.” 

“We have offered everything we 
possibly could,” he declared, “in or- 
der to purchase the peace and good 
will of the Irish people.’ 

The threat that if De Valera 
does not negotiate on this basis 
England will face a more serious 
situation than ever before in the 
history of the Irish rebellion, was 
couched in unmistakable words. 

“Should the terms be rejected,” 
the premier declared, “that rejection 
would be an unmistakable challenge 
to the authority of the crowrm and 
the unity of the empire.” 

Curzon in Lords. 

Lord Curzon, in the house of 
lords, was simultaneously deliver- 
ing the government’s message to the 
peers on the Irish situation. 

These important statements by 
the two government leaders clear- 
ly emphasized that Britain has plac-

has reached the limit of concessions 
to Ireland. They are believed to

FIGHTERS OF SEA 
DESPITE BOMBERS 


So Concludes Joint Army 

and Navy Board, After 
Tests Off the Virginia 
Capes.

REPORT MADE PUBLIC 


Tests Prove, However, 
Imperative Need of Max- 
imum Air Forces, Board 
Also Declares. 


Washington, August 19.—Results 
of bombing tests held off the Vir- 
ginia capes from Jun® 21 to July 
21 have failed to displace the bat- 
tleship from its pre-eminent posi- 
tion as the nation’s chief sea de- 
fense. 

This was the outstanding conclu- 
sion of the report of the joint board 
of the army and navy, made public 
today by General Pershing, the 
senior member, and approved by 
Secretary Weeks and tle Secre- 
tary Roosevelt. 

The tests, which resulted in the 
sinking of four ex-German warships 
by aerial bombs proves, however, 
the board added, “that it has be- 
come imperative as a matter of 
national defense to provide for the 
maximum possible development of 
aviation in both the army and 
navy.” 

The teste proved, also, the board 
agreed, the “necessity for aircraft 
carriers of maximum size and speed 

- . a8 an effective adjunct of 
the fleet,". and for-the develop- 
mént of “effective anti-aiferaft ar- 
mament.” 

Added Complexity. 

“Instaad of furnishing an eco- 
nomica] tmstrument of war leading 
to the abolifion of the battleship, 
the development of aircraft has 
added to the complexity of naval 
warfare,” the report stated. 

The tests which were conducted 
by the navy ‘with the co-operation 
of the army alr service, were re- 
ported upon separately by army and 
naval bearde of observers and these 
reports formed the basis of the 
statement issued today. 

The joint board included Admiral 
R. E. Coontz, chief of naval op- 


erations: Major General W. G. Haan, 
assistant to the chief of staff: Rear 


Admiral C. S. Williams, naval op- 
erations: Brigadier General Henry 
Jervey. general staff, and Captain 
We C. Cole, naval operations. 

The board found that military alir- 
craft when used beyond the radius 
of action of ehore bases, possessed 
‘“limited assistance to gunnery in 
the control of fire; limited assist- 
ance in the service of information 
and security and important strat- 
ezical and tactical qualities in oper- 
ations of coast defense,” but might 
prove a decisive factor in coastal 
operations if used in adequate num- 
bers. 

Aaireraft Carriers. 

“Tf heavier-than-aircraft are to 
be effective in naval warfare,” the 
report said, “they must have great 
mobilitv: and since their radius of 
action {s not great, additional mo- 
bility must be obtained by _provid-

Design in Wall and Floor Cover- 
ing—Since walls and floors repre- 
Sent only length and breadth, de- 
Sign should be used which gives 
that effect. The simplified og con- 
ventional designs are best for that 
purpose. Where design is used 
there should not be too great a 
contrast between the colors of the 
design. The walls and floor cov- 
erings are the background for the 
rest of the furnishings of the room. 

Decoration of the Different Rooms 
—In selecting the furnishings for 
the different rooms we muet con- 
sider (1) the purpose of the room; 
(2) the size of the room; (3) the 
exnosure: (4) if an old house, the 
present decorations: (5) the perma- 
nence of the decorations—whether 
thev will continue to be durable. 

Woodwork—Unless the woodwork 
has a grain which fs beautiful and 
worth being brought out. it is bet- 
ter to paint the woodwork and fin- 
ish with a coat of enameled paint. 
Stain is a finish used to bring out 
the grain of the wood. Avoid the 
artificial graining. If the wood ‘is 
not painted it needs to’ be treated 
with a filler to fill up the pores, 
then with the stain and lastly with 
the wax or varnish.

Silk—There are several] ways to 
clean silks. If there are grease 


, 


spots in the fabric they can be re- 
mov’ t by using a lump of magne- 
sia and rubbing it on wet if the 
eolor will endure water; French 
chr’*+ removes grease and doeg not 
injure colored silks. Scrape a lit- 
tle on the spot, rub it in and let 
remain 24 hours, then brush it off. 
Rerpeatthe process if necessary. 
Before black silk is cleaned all 
grease spots should be removed. A 
good way to clean black silk is car- 
ried out as follows: Place each piece 
on a smooth, clean table, using @& 
wad of the material you are clean- 
ing for a sponge and rub with this 
dipped in the cleaning fluid in 
downward strokes until each piece 
is wet. The fluid may.-be equal 
parts of warm water and alcohol; 
it may be cold coffee well strained 
or a pint of water in which an old 
black kid glove has been boiled.

Editor Constitution: , I read with 
much regret the announcement in 
The Constitution today that the 
Georgia School of Technology has 
found it necessary to increase its 
tuition from $30 to $100 per year. 
This will exclude from the institu- 
tion a large number of worthy young 
men who may never be able to ac- 
quire a college education. Some of 
these young men who a.e trying to 
work their way through school are 
personally known to me. They are as 
c@Apable and worthy as any in the 
State but they can no more pay @ 
hundred dollars per year tuition 
than they can pay a million. To 
put such a condition before them 
absolutely removes an education be- 
yond their reach, 

It does seem a pitiful thing that 
the state of Georgia which is big 
enough and rich enough to afford 
206 legislators and 51 senators—with 
another to be created by constitu- 
tional amendment at the next elec- 
tion—all of whom are paid $7.50 per 
day—can not afford a way for its 
deserving young men who want an 
education and need expert training 
to wet it. The legislature eosts the 
state more than two thousand dol- 
lars per day—to say nothing of the 
junketing trips to see whether our 
state institutior’s are really still 
upon the face of the earth—the ses- 
sion is fifty days—making a total 
cost of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Was any serious effort made 
during the recent session to reduce 
the cost of this luxury? 

During 1918, when money was 
said to be cheap and plentiful, the 
legislature provided and the _ the 
people ratified at the polls an in- 
crease of legislator’s pay from $4 
to $7.50 and also to increase the 
‘pay of judges and other officials. [I 
am not saying that these increases 
were not needed. I am sure that 
they were.

DELAYED DEVELOPMENT. 

Dr. Leon V. Kear, of Oyster Bay, 
N. Y., recently reported the case of 
a boy aged 7% years who had 
failed to grow or gain in weight 
for a considerable time. The boy 
was lethargic and did not care to 
play, but rather to lounge about. 
He became easily fatigued, and was 
extremely timid, so that an adult 
had to accompany him to and from 
school, He was slow to answer 
when interrogated—mentally leth- 
argic. 

The boy was only 44 inches tall 
and weighed oniy 35 pounds, com- 
pared with the normal average 
height of 47 inches and weight of 
50 pounds for boys of that age. In 
the general examination nothing 
significant was noted except a body 
temperature below the normal— 
97.4, the normal average being 99 
in boys of that age. 

Dr. Kear concluded to employ 
ductless gland hormones or extracts 
in the treatment of this boy. He 
began the treatment with a judi- 
cious amount of the suprarenal and 
thyroid hormones combined. This 
was given for over a week with- 
out any apparent effect. Then the 
dosage was increased and after an- 
other fortnight there was a dis- 
tinct change in the boy’s appear- 
ance. The ruddy glow and lively 
expression of boyhood now became 
noticeable. The boy began to 
brighten up mentally and take some 
interest in the activities and play 
of normal youngsters. It was found 
that he had gained. three pounds in 
weight. 

In four months the boy gained 
two inches in stature and 8 pounds 
in weight. He became more active 
physically than he had ever been 
before, taking part in the ordinary 
games of school boys of his age. He 
no longer demanded an escort to 
and from school, and actually de- 
veloped some little spirit of ag- 
gressiveness, 

1 describe this case here as sug- 
gestive to the parents of children 
who may be physically and per- 
haps also mentally backward. Cer- 
tainly no reader can find any en- 
couragement here for attempting 
any self-drugging — a _ foolhardy 
business, indeed, when such potent 
remedies as the ductless gland eos 
arations are concerned. The only 
wise and safe course to take, if the 
possibilities of this sort of treat- 
ment are to be investigated, is to 
submit the matter to the family 
physictan and be guided wholly by 
his counsel. 

Readers’ who may be interested in 
this subject will please bear in mind 
that I know of nothing that will in- 


crease growth. I state this so that 
readers will not write me needless- 
ly for further particulars. I should 
gladly supply more if possible, but 
unfortunately I can add nothing to 
the foregoing.

BILL OF EXCEPTIONS 
IN CASE OF MANNING 


Attorney E. Marvin Underwood, 
representing Clyde Manning, negru 
farm boss on the John Wi!liams 


Plantation in Jasper county, wh»? 
Was recently sentenced to a \|ife 
term in the state prison at Mli- 
ledgeville for complicity in the kill- 
ing of eleven negroes on the Wil 
liams place last spring, has fried 
a bill of exceptions to Judge Hum- 
phries refusal to act favorably in 
Manning’s appeal to the supreme 
court for a hew trial. The bill of 
exceptions was presented to Judge 
John B. Hutcheson, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, Thursday and was 
Signed by Judge Hutcheson, 

Manning and Williams were 
jointly indicted in Newton county 
for murder in connection with the 
drowning of three negroes in the 
Alcovey river. Williams was tried 
at Covington in April and was 
given a life sentence. His attor- 
ney, Greene B. Johnson, of Monti- 
cello, filed an appeal for a new 
trial and this appeal is now pend- 
ing before the supreme court. Man- 
ning was tried at Covington in 
July and was given a life sen- 
tence. 

The Williams case attracted na- 
tion-wide attention, Early in March 
federal agents who were investigat- 
ing peonage conditions in Jasper 
county and aiding in unearthing 
evidence tending to show that Wil- 
liams was guilty of wholesale mur- 
der in connection with the disap- 
pearance of eleven negroes who 
worked on hig farm. 

Bodies of two of the negroes were 
discovered in the Alcovey river in 
Newton county near the farm of 
Williams which is located in Jas- 
per county just across the county 
line. The bodies of the negroes 
were ¢chained together. Later the 
bodies of four other negroes were 
found in the Alcovey and South 
rivers. Five bodies were then found 
boried on the Williams farm. 

Through a confession of the ne- 
gro farm boss, Clyde Manning. the 
officerg were enabled to find all the 
bodies. Manning was star witness 
for the state against Williams. 
Both Wililams and Manning are 
held in the Fulton county tower 
vending action of the supreme 
court in their cases.

Daugherty Recommends 
Appointment of 18 to Re- 
lieve Congested Condi- 
tion of Federal Courts. 


Washington, August 19.—Legisia- 
tion creating 18 federal judges at 
large was recommended today to 
President Harding and to the judi- 
ciary committee of the house and 
senate by Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty as part of a plan for reorgan- 
ization Of the country’s judicial sys- 
tem to remedy the congested condi- 
tions of federal court dockets all 
over the country. 

Provision would also be made un- 
der the plan for an annual confer- | 
ence of the nine senior. circuit 
judges with the chief justice of the 
United States and the  attorney- 
general to consider ways and means 
of expediting federal business and 
increasing the efficiency of the 
courts. 

The new judges, it was explained, 
would not be assigned to any par- 
ticular circuit but would be avail- 
able for service wherever court 
business piled up. | 

Investigation of the “alarming 
Situation” in the federal ‘courts, 
Mr. Daughterty said, revealed that 
on June 30, 1921, there were 141,- 
000 cases pending as compared with 
118,744 cases at the end of the pre- 
vious fisca] year while in some dis- 
tricts there had been an increase 
of 800 per cent in criminal busi- 
ness since 1912. 

“While this condition is largely 
created by the legislation relative 
to prohibition,” Me said, “and al- 
though the number of liquor casés 
will doubtless decrease as the states 
pass enforcement laws and as pub- 
lic opinion changes in the districts

RELAXING IS SEEN 
IN POSTAL RULES 


Examinations Held Up on 
Vacant Postoffices in 
Georgia Recently Raised 
in Class. | 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 


Washington, August 19.—(By 
Constitution Leasea Wire.)—The 
rigid rules established at the outset 
of the administration of Postmas- 
ter-General Hays to the effect that 
all vacancies for postmasters at of- 
fices of the presidential class would 
be filled as the result of examina- 
tions seem to have been relaxed. 
The situation today finds many 
Georgia aspirants for the positions 
of postmaster in the air. 

It now appears that the postoffice 
department has requested the civil 
service commission to hold up ex- 
aminations at all postoffices in 
Georgia which were recently in- 
creased from the fourth to the third 
class to awnit the decision of the 
postoffice department as to wheth- 
er they desired to nominate the 
fourth class official for confirma- 
tion by the senate. The third cless 
offices are the lowest grade in the 
presidential class. 

It is said here that the new de- 
cision is more or less general, and 
in Georgi2 it has significance at 
this time because of the recently 
reorganized republican state com- 
mittee with J. L. Phillips, of Thom- 
asville, as chairman. It is known 
here that the postoffice department 
has been awaiting a reorganization 
in Georgia. The first and only post- 
master nomination to be sent to the 
Senate was this week with the name 


of Frank E,. Conley for re-appoint-! 


ment at Blairsville. 

A few days ago the civil service 
commission in a letter to Senator 
Harris, of Georgia, announced that

Stalking his quarry from behind 
tombstones in the Oakland cemetery

MADE IN TAX BIL 


Washington, August 19.—More 
than half a hundred amendments to 
the republican tax Dill, most of 
them of minor importance, were ac- 
cepted today by the house in a five 
hours’ session marked by occasion- 
al clashes between the majority and 
minority and a renewal of the per- 
sonal controversy between Chair- 
man Fordney, of the Ways and 
means committee, and Representa- 
ae Byrnes, democrat, South Caro- 

na. 

A number of other changes in the 
bill, including elimination of the 
provisions for a 5 per cent tax on 
the manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines, tooth powder and paste 
and mouth washes, and a reduction 
in the tax on cereal beverages from 
6 to 4 cents a gallon are: expected 
to be proposed tomorrow by the 
ways and means committee, before 
the measure is passed late in the 
day. 

Republicans and democrats of the 
house were a unit today in approy- 
ing one amendment, that striking 
out the section of the bill impos- 
ing an annual! license tax of $10 on 
venders of soft drinks. On a few 
other changes there were sharp di- 
visions, but many of the minor ones 
merely changing language or punc- 
tuation were put through without a 
single member on either side voting 
on the “yea” and “nay” calls. All 
of the committee changes proposed 
were adopted, 

Under one amendment approved 
over democratic opposition, corpo- 
rations making gifts for charitable 
purposes would be relieved from tax 
on such sums unless they exceeded 
5. per cent of the net income of the 
donating company, 

The big fight of the day was over 
an amendment defining foreign 
trade corporations as domestic 
American corporations as foreign 
traders 50 per cent or more of 
whose gross income is derived from 
sources outside of this country. 

The democrats claimed this pro- 
posal was a discrimination against 
purely domestic corporations in the 
matter of taxes. The republicans 
defended it onthe ground that it was 
necessary to relieve foreign trade 
corporations and foreign traders 
from taxation on income received 
from sources outside the country in 
order that they might compete with

during the next several years. 
“Many of the leading women of 
the city are strongiy arging the 
passage of the measure, as they 
realize that the only means of pro- 
viding funds for the opening of 
the schools lies thig way. Speakers 
at the rallies which have been held 
in the schools have pointed out 
that the passage of the tax measure 
will mean, in. reality, the equivalent 
of a special schoo] tax for the

KING 10 TAKE OATH 
“ON HOSPITAL BED 


Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, August 19. 
(By the Associated Press.)—King 
Alexander, Jugo-Slavia’s new king, 
will have the oath of his 
royal office administered to him 
in Paris, where he is ill with ap- 
pendicitis, according to present 
plans, 

The recently adopted constitution 
of Jugo-Slavia requires a new mon- 
‘arch to take the oath within ten 
days after his accession, and a com- 
mission to administer it is about to 
proceed to Paris. 


Paris, August 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—A crisis has devel- 
oped in the attack of appendicitis 
from which King Alexander, of 
Jugo-Slavia is suffering in a hos- 
pital in Neuilly, which probably 
will necessitate an operation im- 
mediately, the charge d’affairs of 
the Serbian legation here declared 
this afternoon. 

The charge 4’affairs explained 
that Alexander now is king of Jugo- 
Slavia, which is composed of Ser- 
bia, Croatia and Slovenia, although 
during the life time of his father, 
the late King Peter, of Serbia, he 
bore the title of reigning prince. 

A rather optimistic bulletin was 
issued by Alexander’s physicians, 
however, shortly after 6 o’clock this 
evening. It said:

LOITERING LAWS 
IN SAVANNAH HELD 
SOURCE INJUSTICE 


Savannah, Ga., August 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Possizilities of injustice un- 
der the ordinance against loitering 
which has beén in effect in Savan- 
nah for years is the subject of a 
controversy started by Judge Sam- 
uel B. Adams, former city attorney, 
and ex-justice of*the supreme court 
of Georgia. 

“Our ‘loitering’ ordinance and the 
possibilities of great injustice under 
it give me concern,” stated Judge 
Adams in a communication which 
has been publishd in Savannah 

“Under its disjunctive phrases a 
person may be subject to arrest and 
ignominious punishment, regardless 
of the fact that he is in purpose and 
in reality an entirely respectable 
and law-abiding citizen. A man 
who ‘loiters’ on the stret is oe 
io arrest and yet good men, possibly 
Seeking work, may be compelled to 
loiter. Another part of the section 
seems to reach any unemployed per- 
son who is found loitering upon the 
streets of the city, ‘regardless of 
his income, profierty or means of 
support.’ A retired and aged cap- 
italist of ample means can be reach- 
ed by this ordinance as it reads.” 

Judge Adams does not believe the 
ordinance valid, he says, because 


“it is entirely tooebroad and indef- 
inite and its terms do not require | 


criminality of purpose, intent or 


character.”

“I am willing to admit that Chief 
Beavers perhaps is not as brilliant 
a man as could be found,” he said,

For Paris Shows 
May Be Dropped 


Paris, August 19.—French theat- 
rical circles are considering doing 
away with the “curtain raiser.” 

Responsible critics are already 
embarked on a campaign to do away 


with the little one-act pieces which 
serve as preludes to tke ‘pieces de 
resistance’ of an evening at the 
theater. Some of them even go so 
far as to call the curtain raiser a 
“necessary evil’’—~which is a trifle 
Severe when one considers the num- 
ber of dainty half-hour trifles which 
are found in the repertory of the 
French classic stage. 

The critics point out that the ma- 
terial purpose of the curtain raiser 
is to get the audience into its seats 
in time for the opening of the first 
act of the “big piece.” Due to the 
lateness of the fashionable dinner 
hour in Paris it is almost impossi- 
ble for a hostess to get her guests 
to the theater much before 9 
o’clock. 

“A curtain raiser,” says M. Jean 
Kolb, in “La Presse,” who is par- 
ticularly sour on these opening of- 
ferings, “consists of a set of scenes, 
never more than four, with spirit- 
less dialogue, in order not to turn 
the attention of the spectator who, 
in taking his seat, ought to have 
his mind concentrated on not step- 
ping on his neighbof’s feet. It never 
has any subject, which, of course, 
allows the comedians to choke it 
off when they see that the theater 
is sufficiently filled. Then the ac- 
tors come forward just in frent of 
the prompter’s box—he has gone off 
to sleep by this time—and salute the 
audience respectfully, and the spec- 
tators just turn their backs on the 
Stage and gossip among themselves. 

“Then the curtain falls and one 
lone spectator applauds timidly. It 
is the author. When the author’s 
away, the house doctor is charged 
with the performance of this duty.”

“If the alliance- with Japan could 
be merged into .a greater uwunder- 
standing with Japan and the United 
States on all the problems .of the 
Pacific, that would be a great event 
and it would be a guarantee for the 
peace of the world.” aR. 

It was noted in official quarters 
that Lloyd-George did not advocate 
America joining an “alliance” but, 
on the contrary, spoke of an “under- 
standing.” Right there he dfew the 
distinction which he might well be 
expected by this time to know was 
necessary if American participation 
was to be expected. The United 
States government will enter no “al- 
liance,.” It has been repeatedly 
pointed out by administration 
spokesmen that the idea of an alli- 
ance, implying, as it does, meas- 
ures to protect the mutual interests 
of those allied, against outsiders, is 
abhorrent to the American people. 
“Understanding,” however, is a word 
which Secretary Hughes, for one, 
likes and uses frequently. 

This government, then, may be 
said: to be ready and would be happy 
to participate in defining an “under- 
standing” with all the Pacific pow- 
ers to remove friction in the Far 
East. 

Such an understanding, it is 
pointed out, means mutual sub- 
scription, among the powers in the 
Far East, to certain principles. An 
“agreement,” as alfferentiated from 
an “alliance,” would be simply a mu- 
tual understanding and acceptance 
of these principles. 

As previously stated in these dis- 
patches, President Harding and Sec- 
retary Hughes hold that equa! rights 
and equal opportunity for all na- 
tions ;constitute the only basiseupon 
which there can be erected interna- 
tional understanding, which would 
result'in an international agreement 
and be followed by international co- 
operation. 

No alliances can grow out of the 
forthcoming armament conference, 
to which the United States would 
subscribe. It becomes increasing- 
ly evident, however, that the pro- 
mulgation of a policy of equal rights 
and opportunities for all ° nations 
will be sponsored by this govern- 
ment as the basis for new interna- 
tional co-operation.

Is Primary Duty, 
States Governor 


Charlotte, N. C., August 19.—‘It 


is the highest duty of any orderly 
government to protect its citizens 
and preserve the law so that they 
can go about their duties as to 
labor or ag to anything else without 
intimidation and fear,” Governor 
Cameron Morrison said to a large 
crowd gathered in Concord at 3 
o’clock today to hear his address 
on the strike situation. 

The crowd was composed largely 
of workers. Five’ hundred strikers 
from Kannapolis marched to Con- 
cord led by two men in soldier uni- 
form carrying an American flag. 

Governor. Morrison made it clear 
that he had dispatched the troops 
to the scene of the strike only to 
preserve orderand not “to take sides 
in this controversy,” and, he said, 
“if any of these soldiers are found 
lining up as partisans with either 
side, I will use my influence as their 
commander-in-chief to see that they 
are dismissed from the service.” 

Governor Morrison said he had 
not come to offer mediation, that 
the strike was rooted in an econo- 
mie issue over which he, as gov- 
ernor of the state. could exercise 
no authority if he were of such a 
mind, and that it must. be settled 
(finally upon an economic basis and 
by those only who -are immediately 
involved tn the controversy.
